A TERRIBLE horse disease has bgoken out 
at Camden, O. It is regarded as the same 
disease which was so prevalent some time 
agoin portions of this State. It comes on 
suddenly and proves fatal in nearly every 
case. Great lumps raise on the bodies of the 
animals after death. 


Mr. GLADSTONE’s health is reported not 
good. He has suffered much worry and an- 
noyance through the bickerings over the 
Land bill. His appearance in the House of 
Commons Thursday night excited much 
sympathy. His condition occasions grave 
concern to his friends.

Tue Emigration Commissioners of New 
York have commenced suit against the 
steamship companies to recover $40,000 in- 
spection duty, being $1 for each immigrant 
landed at Castle Garden during June and 
July. The suit is brought under an act 
passed at the last session of the New York 
Legislature, and its constitutionality is 
called in question by the steamship owners. 


Tue torrid weather continued at St. Louis 
till last evening. The thermometer has ranged 
all the way from 100 to 106 during the past 
week, and numerous sunstrokes were only 
prevented by the inhabitants of the unfortu- 
nate city keeping within doors. Many of 
them, too, have sought Chicago as a summer- 
resort. Chicago has sympathy with St. Louis, 
and advises it to come up here and enjoy 
the cool breezes. 


FrveE persons, reported to be members of

BEN AAN Bino, a colored man, was 
hanged.at Jacksonville, Fla., yesterday for 
the murder of a policeman named Nelson 
during the mill riot at that place in June, 1880. 
Bird confessed his crime before he was taken 
on the scaffold, but there asserted his inno- 
cence. The noose broke once, and it was 
only after a second springing of the trap that 
Bird was dispatched. George Griffin (col- 
ored) was hanged at Birmingham, Ala, for 
the rape of a Mrs. Burgess near that place. 


Mr. PARNELL seems disposed to enlarge 
the Land-League program. Writing to the 
editor of the new Land-League paper, Untt-

hurt and bruised, some, it is feared, fatally, 
in escaping. It was beyond human power to 
save the mills, which were valued at $200,- 
000, and insured for $150,000, Lightning also 
struck a brewery in the south part of St. 
Louis, and caused damage to the extent of 
$3,000.

Dr. Biss has been slightly poisoned by a 
cut from one of the knives used in remov- 
ing the pus from the President’s wound, 
and was unable to remain with the patient 
last night. That was thé first night since 
the shooting that he has been absent from 
the White House. His arm was ina high 
state of inflammation yesterday, arising 
trom the poisoned wound, but he expects to 
be well again in a day or two. The Doctor's 
unremitting attention at the President's bed- 
side has told very much on his health, and 
it is probably owing to his enfeebled condi- 
tion that the pus has taken such effect. He 
took quinine to sustain himself, but the re- 
action set in notwithstanding. Dr. Reyburn 
will probably take Dr. Bliss’s place during 
the next couple of nights, as neither Dr. 
Woodward nor Surgeon Barnes are able to 
bear the fatigue of remaining up over night.

ONE Peter O’ Leary, who is well known in 
the United States and Canada in connection 
with emigration and colonization schemes, 
has replied to a request made by Secretary 
Forster for information as to the wants of the 
Irish agricultural laborers. O' INary ad vo- 
cates the appointment of Commissioners to 
investigate the subject, and the dispatch of 
lecturers to rural districts to hold forth on 
cottage gardening, improved methods of ag- 
riculture, the rearing of live-stock, and other 
matters affecting the welfare of the peas- 
antry. O’Leary, curiously enough, does not 
recommend that persons be sent over to 
Ireland to nurse Irish babies, to spank 
Irish urchins, or to mix Irish whisky- 
punch. O’Leary says he is in favor of a 
healthy emigration from Ireland, but he is 
notin favor of assisted emigration. Many 
people in Ireland would be greatly pleased 
doubtless if O’ Leary himself, who is an un- 
mitigated humbug and fraud, should be 
assisted to emigrate from there.

Tue Rev. George C. Betts, the Rector of 
Trinity Episcopal Church, St. Louis, who 
attended the Palmer House Irish Conven- 
tion, agrees substantially with Mr. Hynes, of 
Chicago, in his account of that body. He 
says that there was no truth in the ac- 
counts published in the Chicago papers about 
the proceedings of that body. The Rev. Dr. 
Betts did not read the reports in THe Tin 
UNE evidently.

He gained considerable strength, 
and took more than the usual amount of solid 
food. The soreness of the wound has not 
abated as much as was looked for, and the 
irritation arising therefrom is probably the 
cause of the high pulse and temperature.

although the quantity decreases daily, in- 
dicating that the process of healing goes on. 
Mrs. Garfield read a number of private 
letters to the President yesterday, and 
also some extracts from the news- 
papers.

Tue Irish Land bill as amended by the 
Commons was returned to the House of 
Lords yesterday. ‘The Duke of Argyll’s 
amendment, excluding from the right of 
free sale tenancies on which permanent im- 
provements have been made by land- 
lords, was accepted substantially as 
amended by the Commons. The amend- 
ment relative to the Ulster tenant-right, 
which was rejected by the Commons, and 
which Mr. Gladstone stated he would never 
accept, was reinserted in the bill by a vote 
of 172 to 46. The other amendments of the 
Lords rejected by the Commons were rein- 
serted by equally large majorities. Lord 
Granville, the Liberal leader, said he regretted 
the action taken by the Peers, whereupon 
Salisbury, the Tory leader, rebuked him 
for attempting to scold the House of Lords. 
The Commons Committee appointed to draw 
up reasons for disagreeing with the Lords 
consists of Gladstone, Forster, Dodson, 
Shaw-Lefevre, Law, the Irish Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and Johnson, the Irish Solicitor-Gener- 
al. The report agreed on by this Committee 
makes it plain that the Government 
leaders will insist. that the Lord's 
amendments be eliminated from the meas- 
ure. Gladstone held a conference with Lord 
Granville and Lord Carlingford after the ad- 
journment of the Lords, at which it was de- 
cided to take up the bill in the Commons 
Monday. The Standard (Tory) says that 
Mr. Gladstone will not give way on 
any point which he deems vital, and 
wili prefer to lose the bill altogether 
this year. Moderate Liberals and Conserva- 
tives are reported to be engaged in trying to 
effect a compromise, but a compromise is 
hardly possible, owing to the attitude of 
Lord Salisbury, the Duke of Argyll, and the 
Marquis of Lansdowne. It is said that if the 
bill fails to become a law before Parliament 
adjourns, Partiament will be convened in 
autumn, when the bill will be reintroduced.

PERCEPTIBLE IMPROVEMENT.

WasHiIneton, D. C., Aug. 12.—So far as 
pulse and temperature are concerned the 
President’s condition has changed but little 
from that of yesterday, but in several re- 
spects there has been a perceptible improve- 
ment. He has a little more strength, and 
has been able to take more solid food. The 
inflammation in the new incision has not 
subsided as much as look for, and the sore- 
ness is such as to cause considerable pain 
and irritation. The condition of this cut ac- 
counts in a considerable degree for the high 
temperature. The incision, however, is in a 
perfectly healtby state, and the inflammation is 
natural. The wound continues to discharge 
without being clogged. The quantity is de- 
creasing every day, ehowing the progress of 
healing. The. President to-day again heard 
quite a number of private letters read to him 
and extracts from anumber of newspapers. 

IN THE AFTERNOON.

He was asked concerning the 
cut on Dr. Bliss finger, whether 
laudable pus, such as is discharged from the 
President’s wound, would cause pus-poisoning, 
and in reply he stated that it depended upon 
the condition of the person pricked whether 
poisoning would ensue. Dr. Bliss, he said, was 
in a weak condition from overwork, and for 
this reason more liable to be affected by pus 
inoculation.

VARIOUS MATTERS. 
PREPARING FOR A SEA VOYAGE. 

W aAsHineton, D. C., Aug. 12.—The United 
States steamer Tallapoosa, which has been 
undergoing repairs and fitting out for sea 
during the past month, will be manned to- 
morrow. A suite of rooms has been pre- 
pared expressly for the use of President Gar- 
field in the event of its being found practi- 
cable to take him out on the water when he 
becomes sufficiently strong to warrant his be- 
ing moved from the Executive Mansion. The 
suite consists of four comparatively large 
rooms, including a bed-chamber, reception and 
ante rooms, and bath-room. When it is deter- 
mined to take the President on the vessel a 
swinging bed will be hung in his chamber for 
the purpose of preventing the patient from be- 
ing annoyed by the motion of the vessel. A 
steam-heating apparatus is being placed in the 
President's quarters, whereby the four rooms 
can be kept perfectly dry and warm. This ar- 
rangement is said to be principally for use dur- 
ing the continuance of foggy or damp weather. 


THE GOVERNOR OF KENTUCKY’S OPINION. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 12.—A Lexington re- 
porter has had a talk with Gov. Blackburn, who 
isa prominent retired physician, and during 
quite a lengthy talk on va topics the con- 
dition of President Garfield was mentionea. 
Said Gov. Blackburn: “I thought at the tinie 
the President was shot that his wound would 
prove fatal. I still think so. I think he will 
undoubtedly die. I believe the ball was de- 
flected and struck the spinai column, affecting 
the great nerve. Nothing else could account 
for the painsin his feet. This thing you noticed 
in the papers about their getting him to sign his 
name in order to test his nervesis all foolish- 
ness. It is my opinion that they got his name 
signed for the purpose of calling Congress to- 
gether in the event of his death.” 
OTHER OPINIONS.

LOUISVILLE. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 12.— The past three or 
four days have been quite warm, the tempera- 
ture never failing to get up in the neighbbor- 
hood of 100, and the heat has been intensified by 
the protracted drought. To-day has been the 
hottest day in Louisville of which there is any 
reliable record. The mercury recorded 105 by 
the Signal Service instruments, which are well 
sbaded and accurate. The highest temperature 
before this season was Wi,—in July. This even- 
ing at 7 o'clock a wind storm, with a velocity of 
thirty-eigbt miles per hour, accompanied by a 
little rain, passed over the city. doing no dam- 
age and cooling the air considerably.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 12.— The intense hot 
weather continues with no apparent prospect of 
abatement for several days.

STILL MORE COMPLICATIONS. 

The officers of the Southwestern Associa tion 
are again getting into an entangled condition, 
and (here are indications that unother fight will 
come of before Sept. I. when tne present agree- 
ment comes to an end. Dispatches have been 
received here during tne last few days that the 
Wabash was contracting at Eastern points for 
ali tne Missouri River business it ean get at less 
than tariff rates. There has been considerable 
correspondence between the managers of the 
Chicago roads and the manager of the Wabash, 
and while the latter emp atically denies the 
truth of the reports, dispatches continue to ar- 
rive bere from the New York agents of tke Chi- 
cago roads positively declaring that the Wa- 
bash is cutting the rates, and that in conse- 
quence they can get but little business. It is 
understood that ong or two of the Chicago lines 
bave instructed their agents to meet any rates 
mude by the Wabash. ) 

U'uder the rules of the Assoctation the Com- 
missioner has the authority to direct freight 
from eve line to auother if there are indications 
that a line has been cutting the rates. But the 
Com ‘niseioner is at present recreating in the 
Northwest, and therefore unable to take imme- 
diate acon iu this matter. 

It the report is true that the Wabash is mak- 
ing contracts at low rates it indicates that Jay 
Gould expects that the Association will break 
up woen the present agreement n 
Sept. 1,—and n antictpauon of such results he 
permits his roads to protect the:nselves by se- 
curing all the contracts ther can 
before the scramble for business ocom- 
mences. The docility with which § the 
Gould roads submitted to the dictation of the 
Chicago roads at the lust meeting of the Asso- 
clation, when the present temporary agreement 
wus mude, indicated thetr desire to simply gain 
time, as they were not yet ready for active hos- 
tilities. At t meeting the Wabash acquiesced 
in having its Chicago percentage reduced from 
10 per cent to 6% per cent, and the Missouri 
Pacitie permitted its business from its tines 
west of the Missouri River to go into the pool, 
which before thai time it strenuousiy opposed. 
It was not to be supposed that these roads wude 
these concessions because they bad become 
convinced that they have had more than they 
were entitied to. Tun TRIBUNE stated at 
the time that these coucessions bad no 
doubt been made because Mr. Gould wag not 
ready for a war, as he was then 
engaged in unloading stocks, and could not 
alford to let the stucks and securities of his road 
depreciate before baving accomplisned bis euds. 
Everytumg indicates chat Mr. Gouid has been 
hen vily uuloadmg since, and when the present 
temporary has yng terminates and che Chi- 
cago lives refuse to make all the concessions he 
demands, he will be ready to aliow the Missouri 
River povi to go to pieces, as he will then be 
able to stand the consequences of the war which 
is sure to result from such an outcome. 


THE TRUNK-LINE CONFERENCE. 
- New Yors, Aug. 13.—At- the railroad meeting 
Wednesday, George R. Blanchard, First Vice- 
President of the Erie Raiiroad, defended that 
Company against the charges that it had vio-

FINK INTERVIEWED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

NEW York, Aug. 12.—Commisasioner Fink said 
to-day that the action taken by the ttailway 
Conference at his office in fixing a schedule of 
the east-bound freight rates had no practical 
force in the present condition of affairs. The 
roads were making such rates as they pleased. 

“If the roads can do as they please, what is 
the object of having a pool? 

“What you call a pool,” said Mr. Fink, 
“is a compact assuring each road a cer- 
tain proportion of business at full rates, 
but there really has been no east-bound pool 
but merely an agreement to maintain 
rates, which for the last two years, and until re- 
cently, has been carried out, if not strictly, yet 
approximately. But all the west-bound bDusi- 
ness from the Atlanticcities has been pooled, 
this is the reason why rates have been main- 
tained so well for the last four years. 
The present management of the tariff question 
cannot but result in such a muddle and con- 
fusion as now exist. The problem is a difficult 
one to solve. Efforts are being made by che ru 
road companies to solve it. At present we have 
a back-set in the course of reform that 
bas been followed for some years past. The 
on1y consolation is that the lesson furnished 
now. alibouugh au expensive one, will do much 
to settle the matter. hereafter on a more 
permanent basis. There is no danger that 
rates can be made unreasonably high by any 
combination. Railroad tariffs are completely 
controlled by water competition and by com- 
merciul laws that make this impossible.“ 

Mr. Fink would express no Opinion as to how 
long either the freight or passenger rate wars 
would be likely to last. He said that the con- 
test was one of the most costly to the compa- 
nies ever waged by them. 


THE BOSTON CUT.

In this way the Vice- President's office 
would be of some account and possess some 
dignity, and not be considered the mere 
empty honor that it now is. There is no suf- 
ficient reason why Vice-President Arthur should 
not have been cailed to Washington the same 
day the Poesident was shot, toassume the duties 
of President, acting in perfect accord with the 
Cabinet and President Garfield whenever he 
could be consulted, the sameasif President 
Keep, of the Northwestern Railway, should be 
disabled and his duties devolve upon Vice- 
President Hughitt. I mean, of course. that there 
is no good reason in the Constitution or in the 
statutes relating to the two offices in question, 
but we know that outside of this there is a very 
good reason why this was not done. 

And this brings us again to lament the serivus 
blunder that wus made by the last Republican 
National Convention in using the Vice-Presi- 
dency asasop to appease the a r and guiet 
the disappointment of a faction of defeated poli- 
ticians. e peopie of the country elected Mr. 
Garfield to the Presidency, and they are well 
pleased thus far with the policy he has inaugu- 
rated. They did not intend to elect Mr. Arthur 
President, and when he sided with Conkling 
they felt sorry that they had even elected him 
Vice-President. No more did they want to see 
him in the Presidential chair, and the sorrow 
they felt when the sad news was flashed to them 
of Guiteau’s wicked crime had a little more 
smart in it when they reflected on what would 
happen if Garfield’s wound proved fatal.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM AND HOW TO 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribwne. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 1L—Mr. Roscoe 
Conkling, whose official dictatorship has been 
so suddenly and so ruthiesly arrested, has, be- 
cause of this event and because of the extraor- 
dinary circumstances which precipitated the 

verthrow of his boss rule, become regarded as 

6 substantial embodiment of a system, when 
in fact he was only one of a class of “ states- 
men” all of whom shared his opinions, indorsed 
his system, and labored for his cause as earnestly 
as ever he did. The overthrow of Mr. Roscoe 
Conkling does not by any means include the 
overthrow of the peculiar political theories of 
which he was the advocate, nor does it of seit 
rid the public service of other public men who 
in their respective jurisdictions have been as 
offensively arrogant and as superciliously de- 
defiant of public opinion asever was the late 
Senator from New York. It is true that the 
spoiis system of politics and the claim ot Sen- 
atorial Barons to _ dictatorial supremacy 
within tneir baronies have sustained a se- 
rious shock, and have evoked great popu- 
lar condemnation; nevertheless, where are 
certain notorious tacts which show that 
the spoils system is too deeply cherished and has 
too strong a foothold among those who alone 
can eradicate it to warrant the belief that the 
recent revolution in New York is the certain 
prelude to reform. In short, the spoils system 
survives its chief advocate; and though 0 
Conkling is no longer a Senator, there are other 
Senators who live and to whose political exist - 
ence the spoiis system is as vital as it ever was 
to him. 

We have thirty-eight States in the Union. By 
the vicissitudes of party, the Democrats have 
been able to overthrow in all the late slavehold- 
ing States the rule of the class of men labeled 
at the time as carpet-baggers.“ and each of 
whom in his day was a “spoils boss in the 
practice of the worst features of the spoils sys- 
tem. These States are now dominated by the 
Bourbon Democrats, whose strongest yearnings 
have been for a National Democratic Adminis- 
tration, under which se Bourbon Sen- 
ators and Kepresentatives might become, 
each in his bailiwick, a boss of 
the spoils system, and an i unrelenting 
defender of the doctrine that to the ambassa- 
dors of the States pertains the right to control 
the spoils of the Confederation in each State. 
That was an old Democratic doctrine; a natural 
outgrowth of the spoils system, and incidental 
to the Democratic theory of the sovereignty of 

e States. At the Chicago Republican Conven- 

on of 1880, it will be remembered that some 
delegates took the ground that the Convention 
was a convention of States.“ and not of the 
people, and that delegates were only entitled to 
vote unanimously as States, and not individual- 
ly as representatives of districts,—a doctrine 
which, if conceded, would have enabled the 
bosses of the spoils system to have controlied 
the Convention to their full satisfaction. 

In the popular satisfaction over the defeat of 
Roscoe Conkling there is a danger that defeat 
may be regarded as more conclusive than it re- 
ally is. That defeat will be utterly barren if it 
include nothing more than the dismissal of one 
man and the selection of a mucb inferior one in 
his place. There are other States than New 
York which have been cursed by the spoils sys- 
tem, and over which other. bosses have lord 
it with as much arrogance and with 
as much political debauchery as ever 
disgraced the politics of New York. Terrorism 
has been exercised elsewhere as brutally as 
along the Erie Canal. How far will the defeat 
and popular execration of Conkling affect the 
spoils system and its managers and bosses in 
other States? The fact that this system bas 
been in full operation fora number of years, 
and successfully carried out, is notorious, and 
there are perhaps but few persons who pay any 
attention to politics who are not ready and pre- 
pared toname the Senator, Representative, or 
other public man who is the Boas, and who runs 
the machine in every Republican State. Ver- 
mont, perhaps. bas so little Federal patronage 
that if there be a Boss there h can only lord it 
over afew things. The names of these Bosses 
are so notorious that in conversation it is com- 
mon to refer to the several States as “A's 
State.“ or “B's State,“ indicating the p 
prietary interest which 
under the macbine. 

It is uanecessary to name these Every- 
body knows them. The point which I wish to 
impress upon the public is that in the fall of 
Conkling there was only one man and in a single 
State deposed, and only one machine put out of 

ear. What is to be done with all the other 

onklings not yet deposed, and what is to 
become of the other machines not yet smashed ? 
Is Conklingism to be destroyed enly in detail? 
Are the other Conklings only to be overthrown 
and ejected from the p@blic service by a popu- 
lar uprising in the several States? Can this 
usurpation of authority by Senators be only de- 
feated by a common effort on the part of the 
people of each State to eject from tne Senate 
every man who claims or attempts to exercise a 
proprietary interest over the State, and who as- 
sumes to regulate and dictate who shail and 
who shall not be appointed to office in or from 
that State? 

In short, must the other Conklings still in of- 
fice, still exercising power, and still maintain- 
ing the spoils system be taken in hand individ- 
ually, and be discarded one by one and repudi- 

.as*was done by the people of New York ? 
Is extermination the ouly means left to the 
eountry 2, If so, would it not be well to give no. 
tice at onée that the other Conkbings must go? 
Or is there not virtue and iotelligence e 
in the coustry to adopt some system of admin- 
istrative reform that will crush out Conkling- 
ism by strippmg the other Conklings of every 
possibility 511 by a general smashing of 
machinery ia politics?

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 


Result of the Labors of the Sen- 
ate Sub-Committee. 


Information Collected by Senator 
Ingalls and His Associates. 


‘Expressions of Sentiment from All 
Parts of the Country. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

TOPEKA, Kas., Aug. 11.—The question of the 
reSnactment of a bankruptcy law is just now 
eliciting a quite general expression of opinion 
throughout the country, and in view of the ap- 
prehension in many quarters of a possible panic 
in financial and trade affairs at no distant day, 
similar to the crises of 1837, 1857, and 1873, it be- 
comes à matter of such import, so far-reaching 
in its consequences to the different commercial 
interests of the Nation, affecting so much for 
evil and good to manufacturers and tradesmen, 
extending in its influence alike to those in pros- 
perous circumstances as well as those who are 
battling with adverse fortune, that it takes rank 
with the very highest topics that statesmen may 
consider or that mayciaim the attention of 
Congress within the next twelve months. 

Numerous titions were presented to 
Forty-sixth Congress for the reénactment of 

A NATIONAL BANKBUPT LAW, 
which were referred to the Committee on Ju- 
diciary. A bill on the subject of a uniform sys- 
tem of bankruptcy was prepared by Judge 
Lowell, of Boston, Mass., at the request ot the 
Board of Trade of Boston, and other mercantile 
associations, in May, 1880, and introduced in the 
Senate last winter, and referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. A brief anaiysis of the Lowell 
bill will be of interest in this connection: 

Concerning jurisdiction, the bill provides that 
Circuit Courts shall have supervision over Dis- 
trict Courts in bankruptcy proceedings, and ap- 
pellate power in actions at law or equity for 
sums in dispute exceeding $500; the Supreme 
Court of the United States to have appellate 
power in all actions if the amount is large 
enough, but not in bankruptcy proceedings 

roper; State courts to have jurisdiction in cases 

tween party and party arising under the 
Bankruptcy law, but not in proceedings under 
the law. Salaried Kegisters are autho „ and 
salaried Supervisors provided for, one in each 
circuit, to watch over the p ings and see 
that they are conducted speedily, lawfully, eco- 
nomically,and uniformly, and to make quarterly 
reports of the state of businessin each district 
to the Judge thereof, who is to send copies to 
the Attorney-General. The Clerk is to be com- 
pensated by fees, and to perform much of the 
duty formerly devolving upon the Marshal, the 
latter officer not to be employed untess war- 
rant is issued for special cause. Hearings are 
required to be oral, the Assiiznee is to be chosen 
by the creditors, and preferred creditors are not 
to be allowed to vote or prove a debt unless they 
first surrender their preferences. A Commit- 
tee of Direction,” consisting of three persons, 
to be chosen by the creditors or appointed by 
the Judge, is provided for, to aid the assignee by 
their advice in case such committee is deemed 
necessary. are considered surrendered, 
and if the landlord suffers he can prove his debt 
and obtain adividend. Unclaimed dividends for 
six years revert to the United States. Composi- 
tion settlements are continued, one-third of the 
agreed amount to be paid in cash and the bai- 
ance secured.

RELATING TO CRIMINAL ACTS, 

in addition to the punishment of fraudulent 
debtors, make it a punishable offense for credit- 
ors to permit frauds upon their fellow-creditors 
by prov faise claims, or receiving any money 
or thing of value as a consideration for their 
action, or furbearing to actin the choice of an 
Assignee, the acceptance of a composition 
or the disch of a bankrupt. The entry fees 
to be paid at thé time of filing petition are: $50 
to the Register and 810 to tne Clerk, in lieu of 
other fees, except for copies of papers, sending 
notices, and a r ministering oaths. One per cent 
of the gong amount realized in excess of $500 to 
be paid to the Register by the Assignee, and 
per cent ef all composition settlements to be 
paid by the debtor; the Kegister to transfer all 
such sums received to the Treasury of the 
United States within ten days after receipt. 
Another provision specities the exemption of 
classes of property from attacament in con- 
formity with the laws of the State of which the 
debtor is resident, not exceeding in the case of 
* traders 3500 in value, witha proviso for an 
additional allowance of $500 if necessary for his 
support pending the proceedings. Reasonable 
wa are allowed for services to the estate, 
and State exemption laws to govern in cases of 
persons other than “ traders.”

He could 
exercise his Spiritual dominion as efficiently 
from Maltaas from Rome, which, if it be 
truly an Eternal City, seems likely from a 
Papal point of view to be henceforth eter- 
nally wrong. Malta is the very spot for a 
religious retreat. Its shores are washed by 
the pure waters of the Mediterranean. It is 
lialian, and with reference to Italy near, and 
yet so far that no Pope who should take up 
his abode in the peaceful island would be 
disturbed by the menaces or the clam- 
ors of Italian mobs. England nominally 
rules the island, but the Roman Cath- 
olle Pontif?’ might depend upon the 
courtesy of the great Protestant Power to 
secure him an asylum, and, more than that, 
an authority which he does not possess 
while immured in the Vatican. With the 
Pope as a resident Malta would become the 
centre of the Roman Catholic universe. 
Pilgrimages would be made there. It 
would be the Avignon of the nineteenth 
century. While. the Pope might enjoy in 
Malta comparative quiet, and recover his 
health under the influence of the cooling sea- 
breezes, he would not be obliged forever to 
abandon his residence in Rome. When po- 
litical passions had subsided, and the claim 
to temporal sovereignty had been permitted 
to lapse, if it had not. been formally 
abandoned, he or his successor might return 
te the city and resume there a spiritual sway 
which has never since it first began to be 
exercised been seriously interrupted.

THE RAILROAD-POOL FIASCO, 

Pool-Commissioner Fink summoned all the 
railroad managers to meet at his office in 
New York on the 10th inst. te put an end to 
the present rate-cutting practiced by all the 
roads on freight running east and west. ‘The 
notification of Mr. Fink proved powerless to 
compel an attendance, and there were divers 
and sundry companies not represented. The 
Vanderbilt system of roads took no notice of 
the meeting, and other roads were only rep- 
resented by agents whose business was to 
watch the proceedings. The attempt to patch 
up the bursted combination was a failure. 
All that came of the meeting was an agree- 
ment by the roads represented to adopt the 
June rates, and adhere to them after Aug. 22, 
provided all the other roads did the same, 
subject, however, to the right of any com- 
pany tocut rates without notice, if any other 
road did so. At the meeting of June 15 all the 
lines agreed to the scale of rates, but forthwith 
the cut was begun, and has been general for 
several weeks. Now, a portion of the roads 
have reénacted the rates of June 15, and this, 
too, only on condition that all the other roads 
agree. What is there binding in August 
that is not equally binding in June? and 
why will not the same causes which led to 
the cut in July induce the renewal of the 
cut in August? 

The June rate was based upon 20 cents per 
100 pounds on eighth class (grain), and rising 
according to the class to $1 per 100 pounds.

The water- 
routes had largely increased their facilities, 
and it was impossible for the railways to 
compete with them, so the railways were, as 
a matter of necessity, compelled to take what- 
ever freight they could get at whatever rate 
any person would give them.

It has been demonstrated, even to the sat- 
isfaction of Mr. Fink, that, with water-routes 
open—one to the East and the other to the 
South from the grain fields of the West, the 
railroads cannot maintain an arbitrary scale 
of rates, and that when an adherence to an 
arbitrary rate means a total loss of grain- 
carrying business the instinct of self-pres- 
ervation, as well as good sense, demand that 
the rate be abandoned, and the roads do the 
best and the most that is possible under the 
circumstances. 

Vanderbilt expressed himself very freely 
on this question a few days ago. He de- 
clared that the New York Central was able to 
take care of itself, and that if the other roads 
did not keep faith, then the Central would 
find a means of protecting itself. He denied 
that the Pennsylvania or Baltimore & Ohio 
Rallroads were entitled to any New York busi- 
ness, and insisted that the pooling was a con- 


cession to them. It looks very muth as if 
Mr. Vanderbilt contemplates adopting the | 


advice which Tun TRIBUNE has repeatedly 
given him, to make his roads independent. 
They are well constructed roads, running on 


heavy grade competing lines. Let him 
fix his own rates at compensating 


figures, and, while he can pay expenses and | 


have a reasonable profit, he can bankrupt 
any concern that undertakes to cut under 
him. Let bim fix permanent rates at the 
lowest practicable figures, and he can com- 
mand the business and maintain the suprem- 
acy all the year round, and year after year. As 
he can do business for less than any other 
road, the pool and combination are neces- 
sarily a dead-weight upon his lines. Let 
him make his route independent of all others, 
let him deal justly and honorably with the 


people, and by fixing permanent rates, sum- | 
mer and winter, he will give stability to rail | 


read traffic, and can overcome all competi- 
tion, and obtain and maintain public con- 
fidence. Let him drop Fink, and those who 
combine for the purpose of cheating. and he 
can make himself and his lines the regulators 
of railroad trafiic. 

Mr. Fink, at the meeting of Aug. 10, thus 
gives his reasons fur the cut in rates: 

The cause of the railroads working for less 
than cost, as they do at present, is the gen- 
erai want of confidence of the ir managers in 
ench other. Rach one generaliy believes 
that he nas not been fairly dealt with by 
the others. This want of coniidence is of 
course justified by past experience. It would 
be unjust to assume that it was owing toa 
want of honesty in the managers that the agree- 
ments had been violated. The cause is to be 
found, in fact, in the active competition and 
contiicting interests. The railroad companies 
endeavor to do what is impossible—viz.: to carry 
on au active competitive strife and at the same 
time to maintain vstablished tariff rates. The 
late events which have led to the present dis- 
ruption bave convinced me that, even with per- 
fect honesty on the part of all, it is impractica- 
ble to maintain the established tariff under the 
present methods of soliciting competitive busi- 
ness. 


Now, the real trouble is that there was not 
business enough for all the trunk railroads 
atthe rate they demanded in competition 
with the water-routes. If, instead of a com- 
bination to force rates, the railroads, or any 
one of them, would fix a permanent summer 
rate at a low figure, to be unchangeable dur- 
ing the season of navigation, and a perma- 
nent winter rate, atso unchangeable, both 
rates being at a minimum, consistent witha

If they are acting 
sensibly and intelligently in the interest of 
the Irish people, there is no reason why 
their purposes, movements, and names 
should not be made public.

Even accepting the rosy view of affairs 
which Mr. Hynes advances, and which has 
evidently been colored by his own participa- 
tion in the late “conference,” tne Irish 
“ patriots” of his conclave are not radically 
different in character and methods from the 
Rossas and Crowes whom they affect to re- 
pudiate and despise. They regard the Par- 
nell land-reform movement asa mere so- 
cial”? measure, and, indeed, are disposed to 
ignore and belittle it, because they fear its 
success may obscure or abate the sentiment 
in favor of Irish secession from Great 
Britain. Land-reform merely promises to put 
food into hungry stomachs, and clothes upon 
naked bodies, and money into empty pock- 
ets.

out Republican Convention, which was) ousty, and 


manipulated by Gen. Wickham and Congresa- 
men Jorgensen and Dezendorf, is a decided 
Mahone victory. It failed to make any nom- 
inations, and leaves Mahone Chairman de 
facto of the Readjuster and Republican Com- 
mittees. The most that the Convention ac- 
complished was the adoption of a platform, 
anda very good one, and it then wisely 
joined hands with the Readjusters for opera- 
tions against the Bourbons. 

It would be premature just now to forecast 
the result of the election, or what the real 
strength of Mahone will prove to be, It is 
intimated in our Lynchbarg dispatches that 
four-fifths of the black Republicans will sup- 


port his ticket. Should such be the case, and 


should there be a free and full vote and a fair 
count, the Mahone ticket will probably carry 


the State. But it is to be taken into account 


that the Bourbons will now make a desper- 
ate effort to catch a portion of the negro Re- 
publican vote, and that some-of the Straight- 
out leaders are bitterly hostile to Mahone, 
It has more than once béen intimated, in- 
deed, that Jorgensen and Dezendorf have 
been secretly playing into the Bourbon 
hands to defeat Mahone. Had the Conven- 
tion nominated a ticket and had there been a 
fight made with the Bourbons, there is little 
question that there would have been a Re- 
publican defeat, as the Bourbons would have 
utilized the poll-tax enormity, about which 
they cunningly kept quiet in their platform, 
to disfranchise voters enough to count in 
their candidates. The action of the Conven- 
tion, however, in not making a nomination 
now leaves the field open, and we may ex- 
pect an exciting and even bitter campaign, 
in which the negro will be master of the sit- 
tiation. If Mahone captures them, or any 
considerable part of them, he will be 
the victor, but the Bourbons will al- 
so make a desperate effort to draw 
them over to their side. For once in Vir- 
ginia, therefore, the negro is wanted, and 
will have his rights. There wl be no dis- 
franchising this time, for every black vote is 
precious. The Readjusters want them, the 
Bourbons want them, and between the two, 
instead of being ostracised, bulldozed, and 
disfranchised, the negro will be sought for 
and petied. It is his opportunity, and if he 
improves it wisely he will gain a foothold 
where in the future he will be secure.

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MONEY ORDERS FOR SMALL AMOUNTS. 

We print in another column the details 
now under consideration by the postal au- 
thorities for providing money erders, payable 
to bearer, for any sum less than five dollars. 
This is an important project, and it should 
meet with early approval when presented to 
the next Congress. Under the present terms 
of the law, no money order for less than five 
dollars can be transmitted through the 
agency of the Post-Office, and the postal 
drafts require signatures, and identifications, 
and duplicate notices, and a number of an- 
noying delays which are regarded as neces 
sary for the protection of the sender. The 
limitation of the amount and the disappear- 
ance of what was formerly known as “ postal 
currency ” have made it necessary for people 
remitting small sums of money with 
odd change to inclose either silver 
coin or postage stamps. The post- 
age stamps, not being redeemable by 
the Gov.rnment except through the 
use for which they are designed, become a 
great nuisance to people who receive a large 


number of such remittances, and the in- 
closure of silver colu through the mail is an 
Invitation to theft. 


Publishers of news- 
papers and magazines are constant sufferers 
from the inconvenience, annoyance, and loss 
incident to this condition of things. 

The new form of order, as will be seen by 
reference to the diagram elsewhere, contains 
three rows of figures, the first running from 
1 to and the other two from 1 to 9. The 
first represents dollars, and the other two the 
cents of the order. The amount sent is to 
be punched out from these numbers, and 
also writjen out in the blank spaces, so that 
raising will thus be prevented. The order 
is to be made payable to bearer, so that it 
can be sent and received without waste of 
time, and the cost of sending money by this 
means will vary from 2 to 4 cents, according 
to the amount. The orders will be printed 
on good, substantial paper, but will not be

FIRE RECORD. 
. IN ST. LOUTS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louts, Mo., Aug. 12.—A lightning- bolt was 
seen to cleave the sky in the business portion of 
the city at dusk to-night, and the next moment 
the beavens secmed on fire. The lightnmg 
struck the Atlantic Flour Mills, at the corer of 
Main and Plum streets, and in an instant they 
were enveloped in flames. Scarcely was the sky 
illuminated in the central portion of the city, 
than another blaze lit up the heavens, this time 
the illuminauon being in the southern part of 
the city. In an instant word went the rounds 
to the effect that the great Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Company's buildings had been 
visited by the fiend and were fast falling a prey 


to the flames. Thecity was wild with excite- - 


ment in a moment, and the firemen were up and 
doing. The fire at the Atlantic Mills provea a 
disastrous one indeed. The mill was being run 
day and night. The nigut force were at work.

with the first crash the building was a 
culdron of fire.. The men in it at the 
first sound made lightning umps for 
their lives, but even these failed to land 
someof them in safe blaces. Tom Hanley, the 
fireman, was caught under the falling débris 
and crushedj so badly that be may die. Henry 
Martin, the nigbt watchman, jumpea out of the 
second-story window of the mill, striking the 
hard stone pavement, and was picked up more 
dead than alive.

SINGULAR SHOOTING. 


A Queer Affair at the Hotel Danmark. 

The Hotel Danmark, a botel at Nos. 126 and 
128 Kinzie street, chiefly patronized by emi- 
grants, was tho scene of a somewhat singular 
shooting affray at about 11:30 last night.

Heisa Moravian, and about 25 
years of age. Two revolvers were found upon 
him, one a French pin-ftire weapon, and the other 
of American make, Champion pattern, and of 2 
calibre. The sbot bad been tired from the lat- 
ter. The other inmates of the room were taken 
into custody later. Their names are Weltgang 
Grussel, William Bebrens, and John Kiever.

Clark-Street Bridge Run Into by 
the Schooner Midland 
. Rover. 


Capt. Crokin, of the Schooner, and One 
of the Bridgetenders Severe- 


ly Injured,

HOME GATHERINGS. 
A S8BRIOUS ACCIDENT. 

At 5:90 last evening, just at the bour the 
bridge ordinance takes effect, there occurred a 
serious accident at Clark street bridge. The 
schooner Midland Rover, grain-laden. bound 
out, in tow of the tug Satisfaccdon, collided with 
the bridge, seriousiy injuring the assistant 
bridgevender and the Captain of the schooner. 
The bridgetender, Louis Bade, was closing the 
bridge as the tug approached with its tow, and 
in attempting to check the vessel one of the 
tow-lines became entangled in the wheel 
of the tug and was cut in two, ren- 
dering the schooner unmanageable, and she 
crashed into the bridge near the centre, 
breaking out a portion of the foot-walk and one 
of the huge timbers forming the braces of the 
bridge, and bending and twisting several of the 
iron rods for strenghtening the structure. The 
force of the collision threw the assistant bridge- 
tender fifteen or twenty feet, injuring him quite 
severely. The Captain of the Midland Rover 
was standing on the forecastie at the time of 
the collision and was struck on the right side of 
the bead by a burton block and knocked to the 
deck below, receiving a severe cut some three 
or four inches in length. One of the levers of 
the bridge, made of iron, and about three 
inches in diameter was broken off as though 
cut with an ax. The schooner lost ber jibboom 
and head gear. The tugnarrowly escaped being 
capsized, and it was only by the extraordinary 
quickness of the Captain that she escaped in- 
jurv. The bridge was so seriously injured that 
it had to be ctosed to travel. The bridgetender 
does nut lay the blame to the tug, saying that 
the accident was unavoidable. Capt. Crokin, 


‘the Master of the Midland Rover. is not danger- 


ously, though quite severely, injured, and will 
carry a very sore bead for some time to come. 
The schooner will receive a new jibboom to-day, 
and will probably get away to-night 
or to # morrow morning. It is but 
justice to Mr. Bade, the bridgetender, to say 
that when be saw that a collision was inevitable 
he stuck to nis post and attempted to swing tae 
bridge clear of the schooner, at the same time 
calling to bis assistant to run and save himself, 
but unfortunately for the poor feilow he either 
did not beur or disregarded the warning of 
, Dude, and became the victim of the acci- 
eut.

Stocks opened dull and steady. with no new 
features, and continued strong till near the 
close, when there was a slight reaction.

SPOTTED-TAIL’S MURDER. 
Deapwoop, D. T., Aug. 12.—Agent Leman, 
just in from Rosebud, reports that Sputted-Tail 
was on the way to Washington when murdered. 
He was in an ambulance, accompanied by sev- 
eral other Chiefs, when Crow-Dag rode up, and, 
placing a revoiver against his breast, shot him 
dead. Crow-Dog immediately fled to Fort 
Niobrara for protection. Crow-Dog is nota 
Chief, but is ambitions to become one, 
and for a long time has been en 
in fomentin discord among the 
dians. Spotted-Tail was premitted to visit 
the officers at the Agency at pleasure, 
but other Chiefs were not accorded this privi- 
lere, except wnen a general council was beld. 
— caused jealousy, and on the 4th of July 
Crow-Dog called a council of his friends, to test 
the feelings of the Indians, Crow-Dog made a 
speech, pointing out that favors were shown 
Spotted-Tail by the Government which ought to 
be shown to all the Indians alike, and that if he 
were made Chief things would be different. 
Standing- Elk spoke for peace and harmony, and 
was followed by Spotted-Tail, who happened 
along. Spotted-Tail denounced Crow-Dog as a 
snake in the grass, and called on him to come 
out like a man. Baring his breast, he called 
ou Crow- Dog to empty his revolver in 
bis heart, and called him a squaw and a coward. 
Crow- Dog responded that he was not ready to 
do that, but would do it when least expected. 
Spotted-Tuil’s three sons tried unsuccessfully to 
get the old man bome, and guurded him with 
their rities. Spotted-Tail was not in the habit of 
carrying firearms, and was unarmed when 
murdered. He was 53 years of age. The Dep- 
uty Marshal leaves here to-morrow to arrest the 
assasin.

THE CUSTER FIGHT. 


Low Dog’s Account of That Celebrated 
Battie. 
Letter from rort Yates to the Vincinnati Commercial. 
There has been a great desire to hear the 
Indian account of the Custer fight. All 
these hostiles were in it. Capt. Howe, who 
is highly regarded by the Indians, told me 
that Low Dog, Chief of the Ogallalas, and 
recognized by the Indians as a great warrior, 
had promised to give him an account of the 
fight, and invited me to hear it. I took 
pencil and paper, and, with Low Dog’s con- 
sent, noted itdown. I have it almost word 
for word as translated by the interpreter, but 
I regret exceedingly that the interpreter did 
not give me a literal translation. All the 


Indians use a great many gestures and signs, 
and the interpreters tell me that it is very 
difficult todo more than give the substance of 
what they say. 

“We were in camp near Little Big Horn River. 
We had lost some horses, and an Indian went 
back on the trail to look for them. We did not 
know that the white warriors were coming after 
us. Some scouts or men in advance of the war- 
riorssaw the Indian looking for the horses and 
ran after bim and tried to kili him to keep him 
from bringing us word, but be ran faster than 
they, and came into camp and told us that the 
white warriors were coming. I was asleep in my 
lodge at the time. The sun was about noon 
(pointing with his finger). I beard the alarm, 
but did not believe it. I thought it was a false 
alarm. 1 did not think it possible that any 
white men would attack us, so strong as we 
were. We had in our camp the Cheyennes, 
Arrapahoes, and seven different tribes of the 
Teton Sioux—a countiess number. Although 1 
did not believe it was a true alarm, I lost 
no time in getting ready. When 1 got 
my gun and came out of my lodge the 
attack had begun at the part of 
camp where Sitting-Bull and the Uncapappas 
were. The Indians held their ground to give 
the women and children time to get out of the 
wav. By this time the herders were driving in 
the horses, and as | was nearly at the further 
end of the camp, I ordered my men to catch 
their horses and mount. But there was much 
confusion. The women and children were try- 
ing to catch their horses and get out of the way, 
and my men were hurrying to go and help those 
that were fighting. When the fighters saw that 
the women and children were safe they fell back. 
By this time my people went to help them, and 
the less able warriors and the women caught 
borses and got them ready,and we drove the 
first attacking party back, and that party re- 
treated to a high hill. Then I told my peopie 
not to venture too far in pursuit, for fear of 
talling into an ambush. By this time 
all the warriors in our camp were mount- 
ed ard ready for fight, and then we 
were attacked on the other side by another 
party. They came on us like a thunder- 
bolt. I never before norsince saw men so brave 
and fearless as those white warriors. We re- 
treated until all our men got together, and then 
we charged upon them. I called tomy men, 
‘This is a good day to die: follow me!’ We 
massed our men, and, t no man should fall 
back, every man whip another man’s borse 
and we rushed right upon them. As we rushed 
upon them the white warriors dismounted to 
fire, but they did very poor shooting. They held 
their horses’ reins ou one arm while they were 
shooting, but their horses were so trightened 
that ys f — the men ali around, and a great 
many of their shots went up ia the air and did 
us no harm. The white warriors stood their 
ground bravely, and none of them made any at- 
tempt to escape or t away. After all but a 
few of them were kilied, I captured two of their 
horses. Then the wise men and chiefs of our 
nation gave out to our people not to mutilate 
the dead white chief, for he wasa brave warrior 
and died a brave man, and his remains shouid 


respec 

“Then I turned round and went to help ficht 

the other white warriors, who had retreated to 
a high bill on the east side of theriver. [This 
was Reno's command.} I don’t know whether 
any white men of Custer’s force were taken 
prisoners. When I got back to our camp they 
were alidead. Everything was in confusion ail 
the time of the fight. I did not see Gen. Custer. 
I do not know who killed him. We did not 
know till the fight was over that he was the 
white chief. We had no idea that the white 
warriors were coming until the runner came in 
and told us. I did not say that Keno was a cow- 
ard. He fought well, but our men were fight- 
ing to save their women and children, and drove 
them back. If Reno and his warriors had 
fought as Custer and his warriors fought, the 
battle might have been against us. O white 
man or Indian ever tought as bravely as Custer 
and his men. The next day we fought Reno and 
his forces again, and killed many of them. Then 
the chiefs said those men had Dn pun- 
ished enough, and that we ought to be 
merciful, and we let them go. Then 
we heard that another force was coming up the 
river to fight us (Gen. Terry's command), and we 
started to tight them, but the chiefs and wise 
‘men counseled that we had fought enough, and 
that we should not fight unless attacked, and 
we went back and took our women and children 
and went away.” 

This ended Low- Dog’s narration, givenin the 
hearing of haif a dozen officers, some of the 
Seventeenth Infantry, and some of tne Seventh 
Cavairy—Custer's regiment. It was in the even- 
ing. the sun had set, and the twilight was deep- 
ening. cers were there who were at Big 
Horn with Benteen, senior Captain of the Sev- 
enth. who usually exercised command as a fieid- 
officer, and who, with his battalion, joined Keno 
on the first day of the fight, after his retreat, 
and were in the second day's fight. It was a 
strange and intensely interesti scene. When 

w- began his narrative only Capt. Howe, 
the interpreter, and myself were present, butas 
he prog the officers gathered around, lis- 
tening to every word, and all were impressed 
that the Indian Chief was giving a true account, 
according to his knowledge. Some one asked 
how many Indians were killed in the fight. Low- 
Dog answered. Thirty-eight who died then, 
and a great many—I can't tell the 
number—who were wounded and died after- 
ward. | never saw a fight where so many in pro- 
eee to the killed were wounded, and so many 

orses were wuounded.” Another asked who 
were the dead Indians that were found in two 
tepees,—five in one and six in the other.—all 
richly dressed, and with their ponies slain about 
the tepees. He said eight were chiefs killed in 
the battie; one was his own brother, born of the 
same mother and the same father, and he did 
not know who the otner two were. 

The question was asked, “ What part did Sit- 
ting-Bull take in the fight?" Low-Dog is not 
friendiy to Sitting-Bull. He answered with a 
sneer,“ If some one would lend him a heart he 
would ügut.“ Then Low-Dog said he would 
like to go home. and with the interpreter he 
went back to the Indian camp. He is a tall, 
Straight Indian, 34 years oid, not a bad face, 
regular features, and small bands and feet. He 
said that when he had his weapons and was on 
the war-path, he considered no man his superior, 
but when he surrendered he laid that feeling all 
aside, and now if any man should try to chastise 
bim in bis humble condition hei plesness, he

NIAGARA FALLS, Aug. 12.—The labors of the 


1} Bankers’ Convention were finished to-day. The 


session was called to order at II o'clock, Presi- 
dent Coe in the chair, and prayer was offered. 
The President announced that the Executive 
Council met Thursday evening, and elected the 
following officials: Chairman of the Executive 
Council, Jacob D. Vermilye. President Mer- 
chants’ National Bank, New York City; Treas- 
urer, George F. Baker, President First National 
Bank, New York; Secretary, Edmund D. Rand- 
dolph, President Continental National Bank, 
New York City; Corresponding Secretary, 
George Marstand, editor, New York. 

E. A. Towles, President of the First National 
Bank, St. Albans, Vt., read a paper on Bank 
Taxation, which embraced a history of the 
panics since 1837, remedies for such evils, and 
deductions made therefrom. 

DR. ANDREW SIMONDS. 

A paper was submitted by Dr. Andrew Si- 
monds, of South Carolina, on the industry and 
resources and material progress of South Caro- 
lina. The paper was as follows: 

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE 
CONVENTION: ‘This paper is intended to cali at- 
tention to the rapid progress which is develop- 
ing in the South Atlantic Cotton States, 18 il- 
lustrated more especially in South Carolina, in 
industries outside of agriculture, which, pre- 
vious to 1870, was almost entirely relied upon for 
the support of our people. 

The war probably .eft no State, asa whole, in 
so deplorable and prostrate a condition as South 
Carolina. But the discovery in 1867, or rather 
the practical appiication of the discovery, by 
Prot. F. 8. Holmes, a distinguished naturalist 
and scientist, of the phosphate deposits under 
the land. and under the waters of the sea-coast 
of South Carolina. was the gieam of hope to an 
almost hopeless people. 

The first shipments ot crude rock were made in 
1867,—six tons to domestic ports, which has in- 
creased year after year, the shipments to both 
foreign and domestic ports reaching, in 188], 
near 300,000 tons crude rock, marketed by both 
the land and water companies. Of the former 
there are about a dozen companies in successful 
operation. The phosphatic modular stratum 
yeries in thickness from three to four inches tu 
bree feet, which latter is very rare, the average 
veing eight to twelve inches, and when of gereut- 
er depth is usually only a local accumulation. 
The yieid of clean dry rock per acre varies, say 
from JOU to 1,200 tons, averaging about 800 tons 
to the acre. There has been a wide range in 
price, say from $4 to $8 a ton, at which latter 
figure the rock is now taken as fast as ready for 
shipment. and some of the companies are said 
to bave their entire products engaged for tweive 
montass ahead. The analysis ot the rock shows 
about 60 per cent phosphate of lime. 

There are six marine phosphate companies, be- 
sides about a dozen parties working under indi- 
vidual rights. There are now thirteen maru- 
factories of these fertilizers in the City of 
Charleston, and new works are being erected 
every year. 

THE SHIPMENTS OF MANUFACTURED FER- 

TILIZERS 7 
in 1867; by railroads and steamers amounted to 
about 12,000 tons, all of which were manufact- 
ured elsewhere, while the shipments in 1881 
were 100,000 tons, nine-tenths of which were 
manipulated by the Charleston factories from 
the — rock mined within a few miles of their 
works. 

And the distribution of these fertilizers 
through the South Atlantic cotton-beit is teil- 
ing wonderfully on the increased production of 
cotton on the oid and worn lands of these 
States as compared with the rich aliuvial soils 
of the West. While the production of cotton 
has neariy doubled in the last decade, the in- 
crease far outstripping the increase of popula- 
tion, the greatest specific increase being in the 
Atlantic Cotton States, which have first feit the 
influence of the phosphates, where the product 
per acre has almost reached that of Mississippi 
and Texas. And, as time rolls on, the natural 
fertility of the sou ot the Western Cotton States 
will be more and more exhausted, while the At- 
lantic States, under the increased use of fertil- 
izers, and consequently better tillage, will prob- 
ably become the largest producer ot the staple 
per acre. 

In 1880 there were in South Carolina alone 
about 1,800 looms and about 93,000 spindles, as 
against 700 looms and 33,000 spindles in 1870, and 
it is only now, in 1881. that the people are really 
turning their attention to this branch of indus- 
try, there being now quite a number of new fac- 
tories building and projected. 

Whenever a factory has deen erected 
and tne manufacture of cotton goods bas 
been undertaken with improved machinery and 
under the direction of experienced operatives, 
it has paid the owners handsomely and given a 
fresh impulse to industrial activity generally. 
Southern spinners have some decided advantages 
over their Northern competitors. They get the 
raw material from or very near the producer, 
and, therefore, at lower cost. The cotton is 
cleaner, and, therefore, there is less waste. The 
operatives live more cheaply than in tre North, 
and are satisfied, therefore, with less wages. 
The bours of labor are longer: and, lastly, a part 
of the products can be sold directly trom the 
mill, and, therefore, at a saving in the cost of 
transportation. But the must gratifying feature 
connected with the establishment of factories in 
the South is that the great bulk of the capital 
an oa has been furnished by the Southern 
people. , 

Southern capitalists are putting their shoul- 
ders to the wheel, diversified industries are tak- 
ing the of the exciusive cultivation of cot- 
ton, and Southern money and Southern muscle 
are moviny in new directions. 


ADDRESS OF MR. R. H. INGLIS PALGRAVE

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE CON- 
VENTION: You ask me for a brief statistical 
sketch of the English banking system. In reply 
I have the pleasure to send you the following 
figures, premising, in the first place, that the 
records respecting early English banking are 
exceedingly scanty, and in the next, that all 
Statements respecting the subject are still 
necessarily very imperfect, owing to the fact 
that none of the English private bankers ever 
let any — respecting their business be pub- 
lished. he statements which follow deal solely 
with the deposits of banks, and are irrespective 
of capital and reserve funds, which, exclusive 
of the Bank of Kugland, but including the pri- 
vate banks, may be estimated at from 90 to % 
millions at present date. 

The earliest rough estimate Ican discever is 
one in a pamphlet publisbed in 184. It refers to 
London bankers only, and gives a total ot £29,- 
500,000. From this a sum of £3,000,000 is deduct- 
ed as beionging to country bankers, leaving 
223.500.000 for London deposits. 

An estimate made in 1840 gives

The following address on the economic aspects 
of the various methods proposed and adopted 
for utilizing the water power of Niagara was

ineers with much interest. As may be inferred 
rom what has already been said, the extraor- 
digary development of water power for eco- 
nomie purposes is an American idea. In no 
other country has it been so exteusively and so 
successfully utilized.. This will ve apparent by 
considering some of the rivers which have been 
dammed for the benefit of mankind, and the 
force which they furnish reduced to the 
standard of horse-power.

But this is used over again 
ou an average not less than three times. his 
would show a larger total of 225,000 horse- power. 
There are also very many smaller streams in all 
the hill sections of the country which are util- 
ized, and may furnish an aggregate, and 
unused, equal to the last-named total of 225,000, 
—thus giving a grand totai of nearly 500,000 
horse- power, distributed over a wide extent of 
country, and supplying in their way the wants 
of 50,000,000 of people. 

But these are only the mimor powers, so to 
Speak, of the hills and valleys. The grand dom- 
inating power that could absorb them all, and 
still huve room to give hospitable refuge to four 
times as many, remains to be noticed. It is the 
Niagara River. From data furnished by the 
United States Lake Survey Bureau in 1875, it 
appears that the average flow of the river above 
the Falls is 10,000,000 cubic feet per minute. 
Converting this into horse-power under a head 
of 208 feet, we have a grand aggregate of 3,000,000

REPORT OF MR. C. H. SORLEY. 

The following report upon banking in Canada 
22 from Mr. C. H. Sorley, of Mon- 
treal: 

The system of banking pursued in Canada is 
more nearly allied to that of Scotland than to 
that of any other country. All the banks, prop- 
erly so-called, are banks of issue,” and nearly 
all have a large number of branches or agencies 
in addition to the parent or head office, botn 
head offices and branches transacting all the dif- 
ferent kinds of banking business. They dis- 
count commercial paper, make advances on 
grain and other agricultural produce, on lum- 
ber, and on other merchandise, buy and sell for- 
eign exchange, issue notes, and receive deposits. 
They give no security to the Government or 
otherwise for their bank-note issues, but these 
are a first lien on their assets, and the only legal 
limit to their powers of issue is the somewhat 
arbitrary, but still convenient one, that it shall 
not exceed the amount of the paid-up capital. 

There are at present twenty-four joint stock 
banks in Ontario and Quebec, with about 270 
agencies, having an aggregate paid-up capital 
of $62,391,000, or on an average of $2,204,000 each.

Quebec, number about fifteen, with an aggre- 
gate capital of some $6,500,000. 


BANKING IS NOT ENTIRELY FREE. 


The banks are required to make elaborate re- 
turns to Government, to keep 4 per cent of 
their reserve in Government legal-tender notes, 
and the shareholders of nearly all are liable for 
the debts of the bank to the extent of twice the 
amount of their paid- up capital. The returns to 
Government have been at each renewal of the 
bank charters made more stringent, with the 
intention on the part of the Government to add 
to the safety of banking. How far this has con- 
tributed to that result is not very evident. 

By an act passed in 1871 elaborate returns to 
Government of the condi@on of the banks were 
required, which, it was confidently ex ed by 
a sanguine Legistature, would establish banking 
on an impregnabie basis. Under the operation 
of this law, new banks were established, and 
old established banks increased their capital. 
The capital paid upon the 3ilst of mber, 
1870, just before the new act came into effect, 
was 80.500. 000, and by the close of the year 1876, 
that amount had been increased to $62,000,694, an 
increase of more than 100 per cent in six 
years. But no less. than six large banks, 
nearly one-fourth of the whole number, with 
their branches and agencies, failed during the 
eight years following the —— of the act of 
1871, and nearly nine millions of banking cap- 
ital, about one-seventh of the whole amount, 
were wiped out of existence in the tye ty 
succeeding 1876, under the operation of the 
game act. 

The progress of banking in Caneda, in other 
respects, has been eminently satisfactory. 


THE BANK-NOTE CIRCULATION 


bas almost uninterruptedly increased. From 
1863 to 1870 the circulation was interfered with 
by the presence of large quantities of American 
silver, which had been driven out of the United 
States by the suspension of specie pa ments. 
It is estimated that not less than $12, Quo of 
that money were in circulation at one time in 
Canada. Notwithstanding this, the bank-note 
circulation increased from $9,780,343, in 1863, to 
$11,253,929, in 1866, the year which witnessed 
the abrogation of our last 1— 2 
treaty with the United States. In the following 
ear the Canadian Government commenced the 
ssue of legal tenders, and the bank-note circu- 
lation fell to $9,078,000. In 870, however, the 
Government took active measures to expel the 
Americana silver, and were so successful that in 
that year the bank-pote circuiation reached, on 
3lst December, $17,820,414, an increase of 100 
per cent on the previous year. From this point 
it continued to increase until the close of 1874. 
when it stood at $25,412,321. Then began “ the 
winter of our discontent.” 


THE CIRCULATION STEADILY DROPPED 


from this point, with minor fluctuations, to $14,- 
836,589 in July, 1879, its lowest point since 1870. 
Then it commenced to recover, andin Novem- 
ber, 1880, it again reached $25,000,000, closing the 
year 1880 at $24,500,000, and standing on the 3ist 
of May of the current year, at $22,630,754, a fig- 
ure beyond what it bas ever reached in the same 
month in any previous year. 

Our bank-note currency is perhaps the most 
useful part of our banking system. It is emi- 
nently ealstic and thoroughly suited to the 
wants of a community one of whose largest in- 
terests is its agricuiture. By it the means for- 
moving the crops are, even in the most de- 
pressed times, always automatically, and, there- 
fore cheaply, supplied, without interfering with 
other interests or raising the rate of interest. 
The circhiation usually reaches its highest point 
just after harvest, the difference between the 
highest and lowest points in the year being on 
the average $6,000,000, a variation of about one- 
third of the minimum and one-fourth of the 
maximum amount, and the loans to the public 
are invariably expanded and contracted in sym- 
pathy with the expansion and contraction of the 
circulation. 

The present amount of the paid-up capital of 
the banks having their bead offices inthe Prov- 
vinces of Ontario and Quebec is $52,801,046, of 
deposits $73,525,608, and of loans $115,964,474.

NEW MONEY-ORDER PLAN. 


A m by Which Postal Drafts Can 
— bo an Almost Nominal Price. 
New York Werid. 

The plan recommended by Mr. C. F. Macdonald, 
Superintendent of the Money-Urder System of 
the Post-Office, in his last report, for sending 
malt amounts of money by postal orders is rap- 
idly taking shape; and if Congress will approve 
of the plan next December it will take a short 
time only to have the system in working order. 
Postmaster Pierson said yesterday that there 
was always a great demand for money orders for 
sums less than $5, which is the smallest amount 
now issued by the Post-Office. Country people 
saw advertisements for small articies in large 
cities and often the only way of sending for 
them was to inciose silver coin in an envelope, 
the postage on which would often cost as much 
as the price of a money-order fora large amount. 
Great Britain has a system of postai-notes for 
certain amounts, which are redeemable at any 

office at a discount of 2% per cent. 

„Wat will be the form of these new money- 
orders if Congress should approve the scheme! 

“They will very probably be almost like this 
model,“ said the Postmaster, showing a small 
diagram, of which the following is a copy: 
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„ How will the money-order be used?” 

“ The blanks which you see will be all filled in, 
Then, to guard against avy raising of the 
amount, the sum 2 — will be punched out 
of the three rows figures which you see on 
the iefi-hand side representing hundreds, tens. 
and units. For instance, if you should desire to 
a an order for $2.67 the blanks would be filled 

and then the tigure 2 would be punched out 

the first column, the 6 out of the second col- 
If vou wished 
to send $5 the cipher in each column would be 
punched, as the limit of the order is for #5." 

For bow long a time will the cards be good?” 

“Por three montbs. The whole idea of the 
system is to seeure the transmission of small 
sums at a low rate, and some limitation of time 
will not be a great burden upon the users, 
Moreover, itis undesirabie for any office to ac- 
cumulate a large balance composed of such 
small sums. They will become invalid if not 
paid within three months. but by surrendering 
the original a duplicate can be secured ata 
small cost in addition to the original price. If 
the orders shouid be lost in the mail, or if the 
receiver should lose one, I know of no plan 
which has yet beep su sted for securing the 
amount culled for, as the order is made pava- 
ble to bearer and becomes the property of the 
finder. The orders, as you see, are divided into 
two parts. They will be printed in small books, 
and the ieft-hand portion will be in the form of 
a stub, which will be the evidence in the issuing 
office of the date and amount of the order and 
the petsou to whom it is issued. This form may 
be somewhat changed wheo the matter comes 
up for final settlement. Probably there will be 
some printed instruction to the drawer of the 
order at the bottom of the form, and some other 
deviations from its general appearance.

Report bas it that 
a prominent Chicago operator bas bought the 
stuck in Toiedo and New York, and even ex- 
tended his purchases to Liverpool. These mur- 
kets bave not kept pace with ours, and be thinks 
they can’t lag behind much longer. This story 
may have been started to bulye prices bere, and 
give the heavy buyers a chance to unload. But 
the corn hus been seriously damaged by the 


drought, and it is doubtful if a brisk 
rain would do it much good now. The

At the Waters liet Arsenal is a twelve-pounder 
brass caunon with a history. It was captured 
ut the siege of Yorktown by Lafayette, who 
nearly lost his life in the-effort,—so nearly, in- 
deed, that a solid shot whizzed between the 
Marquis and the piece, striking the cannon it- 
self, whilst the prize was being dragged to our 
lines. The indentation made by the shot still 
remains, and in 1824 served to identify the gun 
when Lafayette visited Troy and the arsenal. 
Mi. Johnson, who is employed at the arsenal, 
states that he helped to row Lafayette across 
the river bere fifty-seven years ago, and was 
present when the venerable Frenchman bugged 
and kissed the gun,—a reminder to bim ot his 
field services in the Warof the Revolution. It 
would be eminently Utting that the trophy should 
be sent to Yorktown to bear its part in the com- 

celebration there. When the news of La- 

ayette’s death was received at Watervlict 

Arsenal in 1854 the old gun was firedbalf-bourly 
from sunrise to sunset.

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WOMEN AND FAMOUS MEN. 

Recent books of biography, notably Car- 
lyle’s Reminiscences, and the Memoirs of 
Mme. de Rémusat, have afforded a fruitful 
topic of conversation in the relations of 
women to famous men. In the case of Car- 
lyle it is hardly possible to withhold some 
amazement in reading his remarks about his 
wife. John Stuart Mill spoke of his wile 
with a similar unreserved admiration, only 
to be compared with the exaltation of spirit 
in which fond parents sometimes speak of 
their children. Mr. Yates intimates that 
Carlyle lacked some of the domestic graces, 
and this theory partly explains the Reminis- 
cences, so far as they deal with Mrs. Car- 
lyle. But neither Mill nor Carlyle seem to 
have reasoned much about what they were 
saying. They had a similar experience, and, 
by a common mistake, they magnified the ob- 
jects of their affections-beyond reason. They 
seem to have thought their wives women of 
genius because they themselves—men of 
genius—fellin love with them. They never 
outgrew this subjective stage of affection. In 
the case of Carlyle it was feit with the great- 
est intensity after the death of its object. 

It is remarkable that Göthe, who knew 
women so well, is happiest in describing the 
sentiments and actions of young women, such 
as Margaret, Claerchen, Iphigenia, and Doro- 
thea, while his practical relations to women 
were, to say the least, more curious than ad- 
mirable. He possessed in a rare degree the 
talent of winning the affection of girls, al- 
though Charlotte Buff, the most spirited girl 
whom he ever wooed, resisted him steadily 
and gave her heart deliberately to his rival. 
Perhaps Gdothe illustrates better than any 
other writer the fact that literature deals 
rarely with the love of matured men and 
women for each other. It describes youth- 
ful affection in almost all its phases: fre- 
quently it alludes to matured love as a real- 
itv; but what author describes a love which 
begins at 20, metains all its early charm, 
at the same däme becomes calm and 
deep and saturated with reason, and 
reaches its golden hights at 40 and 
59° Let such an experience is fortunately 
not excessively rare, and the ripened love of 
40 means just so much more than love’s first 
blush as the beauty of a matured woman is 


superior to that of a girl, however pretty.. 


The difference between a violet and a per- 
fect orange holds good throughout the econ- 
omy of nature and human reason as well as 
human sentiment. 

The malice of Madame de Rémusat—or 
was she unconscious of whatshe did ?—tells 
us with astounding detail of Napoleon’s re- 
lations with women. He began with indif- 
ferent women, then addressed himself to the 
daughters of noblemen, and fihally married 
an Austrian Princess. This alone shows 
how superticially the great commander 
judged the soul of woman. Deeply en- 
grossed in his military and political enter- 

rises, not bred to friendship for men, he 
ooked upon women as if they were simply 
human animals, to be judged by the economic 
and social services which they could 
render. Hence he hated them when 
they had what most fine women have, 
—self-possession and a spirited tongue. 
After describing one of his preposterous’ ad- 
ventures Rémusat justly exclaims: Bon 
Dieu! Quette facon Waimer! Napoleon 
tried to conquer women precisely as he at- 
tacked a battery. What was the effect ? 
Cousternation, confusion, indignities. Many 
women would have admired and loved just 
such aman as Napoleon was, with all his 
giaring faults; but the very homage with 
which they received him was destroyed root 
and branch by his insolence, his gaucherie, 
his everlasting suspicions, his impertinence, 
and his cruelty. He may have appreciated 
the nicety of affection; he never understood 
its slow growth, while Schiller's first love- 
letter expresses the exquisit hope that the 
sentiment which he had experienced and ex- 
cited might be permitted to grow—as grain 
grows in the fields. 

What are the noblest gifts which noble 
women can bestow on men? Lord Beacons- 
field declares that all his successes gave him 
full satisfaction only in so far as he could 
lay his laurels at the feet of his wife. Wom- 
en themselves are rarely aware of the 
supreme charm which they exert, not only 
upon the imagination and sentiment of men, 
but also upon their intellectual talents and 
their reason. Schelling, perhaps the most 
inspired writer in the whole literature of 
eens. oe an to write when he saw his 
wife; when she died he ceased to be an au- 
thor. The profundity and the marvelous 
depth of a woman’s affection are notorious. 
A father can cast away his daughter, a 
mother is forever the safe refuge of a grace- 

son. Yet almost all great men have 
tried to reach the very extreme of the love 
which they tried to excite, by allowing per- 
haps a brief month for that growth which 
nature has prudently and beneticently dis- 
tributed over decades and the better part of 
a lifetime. A famous rhyme says of the 
passionate but uncertain lover that 
Eitner he fears his fate too much, 
Or his desert is small, 
Who dares not put it to the touch, 
To win or lose it ali. 

Win or lose what? Is the one word “ yes” 
all? Idle dream! How many an altar has 
witnessed what was thought a religious yes, 
and within afew months Nature itself re- 
volted at the aberrations of human rasbness. 
And does Nature make mistakes? The finest

—these examples are not found in 
literature, bowever fine, but in the silent

But 
where is the fuel to keep his very small fire 
going? That which is expected to last filty 
years requires a strong foundation, constant 
vigilance, no small amount of labor; and 
that which is desired to live forever must 
rest Upon everlasting foundations.

A GLIMPSE OF VASSAR. 

Vassar College is one of the notable things 
on the Hudson River which the tourist looks 
for but does not always find. It is situated 
about a mile and a half from the Poughkeep- 
sie landing, from which it is hidden by inter- 
vening objects. It commands a magnificent 
sweep of scenery, mountain, valley, and river, 
and being finely gardened and parked, is al- 
most a realization, as a writer in Forney’s 
Chronicle observes, of Tennyson’s dream of 
The Princess.” About four hundred 
“sweet girl graduates with golden hair,“ 
from every State in the Union, here pass 
through a thorough university course, 
the studies of which are as severe 
as those in the colleges of Harvard 
and Yale. The grounds cover an extent of 
about 300 acres, including a lake fed by 
springs, where boats are atthe disposal of 
the students. There are also shaded walks, 
woodland retreats, which are favorit spots 
for study and reading, anda large circular 
lawn-tennis and croquet ground, which is 
surrounded by a flower garden divided into 
ten-foot sections for each of the young ladies 
who have a taste for floriculture. A floral 
society has been formed, and besides the 


privilege of using the flowers for botanical 
dissection and for personal adornment, there 
is quite a rivalry among the members 
in the cultivation of the plants. The 
students are obliged, as a part of the 
daily routine, to report at least one 
hour’s exercise, etherin rowing, gardening, 
skating, croquet, or gymnastics. The re- 
citation hours are from 9 in the morning to 
4 in the afternoon, and the pupils are free to 
spend the remainder of the day either in the 
building or out of doors, the latter being by 
far most popular in fine weather. Pleasure- 
boats, manned by young ladies, skim across 
the lake with aspeed that shows their fysical 
development has not been neglected, while 
a schedule of the dietary proves that the 
“cramming” process for intellectual im- 
provement is not done at the expense of the 
inner man.” These delicate creatures 
devour daily (oh, tell it not in Gath!) 25 
pounds of beef, mutton, or lamb, or 
seventy-five shad for dinner. after 
175 pounds of the best steak for break- 
fast! They consume 350 quarts of milk 
ver diem, and 100 pounds of butter; 
also two-thirds of a barrel of 
granulated sugar, eight pounds of 
coffee, and five pounds of tea in the same 
time! Think of the nerves, like harpsof a 
thousand stings, that are being “ strung ”’ 
for future curtain lectures! Canned fruits 
of all sorts are eaten in enormous quantities, 
and twice a week at dinner the fragile 
dears do away with 200 quarts of ice- 
cream. Farinaceous tood abounds. Several 
varieties of bread are always on the table in 
ss Two articles, With bread and 
utter, are always supplied at tea. Winter 
brings buckwheat, corn, and rice cakes, and 
from thirty to forty barrels of syrup are 
used a year! 

In addition to the class-rooms, lecture- 
halls, refectories, and dormitories, are a 
school and gallery of art, museums of natural 
history, geology, botany, and other kindred 
sciences, a riding-school, anda chapel. In 
the main building are students’, teachers’, 
and oflicers’ rooms, a telefone, telegraf, and 
pest-office. The library contains 15,000 
works of the highest order of literature, his- 
tury, and science. A marble bust of Matthew 
Vassar, and also of the first PreSident of the 
College, Dr. Raymond, whose widow still re- 
sides in the building, adorn the library. In 
the reading-room maybe found the daily 
papers and periodicals, including those of a 
scientific nature. A separate building is de- 
voted to astronomical science, which has a 
revolving dome and contains one of the 
largest telescopes in the country, a sidereal 
clock and chronograf, transit instruments, 
and five small telescopes, with all the neces- 
sary apparatus for astronomical and 
weather observations and for observing and 
fotografing the sun. The museum of nat- 
ural history, containing a fine collection 
of minerals, birds, ete., and many rare speci- 
mens and works on conchology, occupies a 
large building, with the gallery of art, bowl- 
ing-alley, gymnasium, and the forty pianos 
for the daily practice of music-pupils. The 
students have, beside the floral society, a 
filalethian society, and one of religious 
inquiry, of natural history, a fine arts club, 
a Shakspeare club, and others for mutual 
improvement and tor social recreation. Each 
young lady has a room to herself, fitted up 
with a set of oak furniture; and each suite 
of three rooms has a common parlor. The 
students take especial pride in decorating 
their rooms during their three years’ stay, 
and some of them are made charming with 
many evidences of female taste and still.
